He said the U.S. wanted to make 
clear “that no green light was given 
(by the, U.S.) for any military ac- 
tivities.” 

The prepared statement was read 
in answer to a question about Israeli 
raids in the previous 24 hours', and 
Fischer said it was meant to relate 
directly to those raids. . 

Israel Air Force planes yesterday 
attacked a terrorist headquarters 
building in an orange grove north of 
the Lebanese port of Tyre, the IDF 
spokesman said. 

The terrorists said six people 
were wounded in the attack in the 
Ab al-Aswad area. The Lebanese 
state radio said IS people were kil- 
led or injured. 

Yesterday's raid was the second 
in less than a week. There had been 
a brief lull in such operations while 
U.S. special envoy Philip Habib was 
in the area, but Chief of Staff Rav- 
Aluf Rafael Eitan said, “Action 
against the terrorists must continue 
because they are using the interval 
' ’or reorganization and preparation 
' ind we must not give them any 
--est.” 

According to the IDF 
spokesman, several planes par- 
ticipated in yesterday's attack on 
the. one-storey concrete building, 
which he described as Fatah 
regional headquarters. It was 
located some 500 metres east of the 
Tyre-Sfclon road near the junction 
to Nabatiyeh. There were no other 
buildings nearby. 

“Our pilots reported accurate 
hits,” the IDF spokesman said. “All 
our planes returned safely to base.” 
The attack was launched at 12:30 
p.m. Arab sources said, it -Was car- 
ried out by six Phantoms and lasted 


some 30 minutes. IAF planes flew 
over the area and Beirut before and 
after the attack, they said. 

The planes were met by anti- 
aircraft Are but dropped thermal 
balloons to deflect heat-seeking 
rockets, eyewitnesses told the As- 
sociated Press. 

Trees were uprooted and power 
lines brought down in the attack 
which left large craters around the 
demolished building, they added. 

The American reaction was blur- 
red by a statement from another 
- high-ranking State Department of- 
ficial, Assistant Secretary Nicholas 
Veiiotes, who expressed under- 
standing for the raids. 

Veiiotes described such opera- 
tions as “attacks by Israel against 
elements who attack Israel.” 

Other U.S. officials said it has not 
been decided if such attacks, using 
American aircraft or weapons, 
would be a violation of US. law, 
“since the matter of ‘legitimate self- 
defence' is an obscure and murky 
area.” 

The U.S. has been trying to keep 
the Israeli and Syrian military ac- 
tivity from flaring again into an 
open confrontation while the mis- 
sion of Habib remains active. 

Now back in Washington for 
“consultations,” Habib is expected 
to return to the Middle Edst later 
this week. 

In response to the U.S. reaction 
to the raids. Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin issued a statement 
last night in which he said that Israel 
had informed Habib on numerous 
occasions that Israel would con- 
tinue such raids. “We have never 
asked for a ‘green light' from the 
US. government for decisions that 
are within the province of sovereign 
powers,” Begin said. “Defence of 
our citizens is our duty and the 
responsibility for this duty is ours 
and ours alone.” . 

Begin said last night in an elec- 
tion rally in Tiberias that Syria had 
mobilized 60,000 reserve troops 
since the start of the missile crisis. 

Quoted by Kol Yisrael, Begin 
said, however, that he did not 
believe the Syrians would wage war 
against Israel because Syria was 
aware of Israel's military power. 
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PLO official may be buried here

. Israel will probably permit the 
body of Naim Khader, the Palestine 
Liberation Organization represen- 
tative in Belgium who was assas- 
sinated on Monday in Brussels, to 
be brought here for burial in his 
West Bank village near Jenin. 

This was reported yesterday by a 
senior government source in 
Jerusalem. However, the source, 
who asked not to be identified, said 
no official request for the burial had 
been received. 

But should the request be made, 
the source said, Israel would con- 
sider it seriously and most likely 
grant it. 

In Brussels, meanwhile, police 
reported they have no dues about 
‘the identity or whereabouts of the 
■gunman who shot dead the 41-year- 
old Khader. 

One investigator said that “there 
are no new elements in this case.” 


As lo claims he was a professional 
hit man, there is no practical 
evidence pointing in this direction, 
he said. 

Investigators reported the only 
clues found at the scene of the 
shooting near Khader's home in- 
clude a tram ticket, a pack of 
cigarettes and a movie programme 
which they found in a raincoat the 
gunman dropped during his flight. 
They also found an umbrella. 

A PLO spokesman said after the 
killing that Belgian authorities un- 
ilaterally withdrew their protection 
of Khader several months ago. A 
police official said the withdrawal 
was made at Khader's request 
because it hindered his freedom of 
movement. 

Admittedly concerned about the 
possibility that Khader's killing 
might trigger “settlements of ac- 
counts," ’ Belgian government 
authorities have stepped up protec- 
tion of the PLO office and the 
Israeli Embassy as well as of several 
Arab embassies in Brussels.

Knesset meets for debate on 
aid to Lebanese Christians

The Knesset convenes today at 1 1 
a.m. for a special session during the 
recess to hear Yitzhak Rabin pre- 
sent an Alignment motion criticiz- 
ing the government for allegedly 
making exaggerated commitments, 
and without due authority, to the 
Christians of northern Lebanon. 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
will reply. 

Shinui leader Amnon Rubinstein 
will present his faction’s motion, 
criticizing remarks Begin made 
recently at Likud election rallies 
about heads of foreign states and 
Israeli personalities. Begin, it is un- 
derstood, will reply to the Shinui 
motion as well. 

Reports that the Likud, Align- 
ment and the National Religious 
Party intend to seek a majority of 61 


for a re-reading of the law passed on 
allocation of air time for election 
propaganda before the recess could 
not be confirmed last night. The 
law, recently faulted by the- High 
Court of Justice as unconstitutional, 
gave the veteran lists more air time, 
and the new lists less, than previous- 
ly. Two new lists challenged this 
successfully in the High Court. 

The air-time legislation, being a 
private member's bill may not be 
tabled during a recess. Only .the 
government may do so. Last night 
the government gave no indication 
that it planned to re-t&ble the in- 
validated legislation. In theory the 
government still has time to act to- 
day, however. 

If need be, a new air-time bill 
could be put through all three 
readings in a single day. 


Syrian minister to Riyadh 
for talks on Lebanon crisis

Syria yesterday sent. its foreign 
minister to Riyadh to discuss the 
Lebanon crisis with Saudi Arabian 
leaders as the Saudis continued to 
play a central role in the search for 
a peaceful solution to the crisis. 

In Lebanon itself random shelling 
in Beirut between Syrian and PLO 
forces on one side and Pbalangists 
on the other stopped after three 
days of indiscriminate bombard- 
ment that killed 37 and wounded 

about 400. __ 

According to the Saudi Press 
Agency, Syrian Foreign Minister 
Abdul Halim Khaddam held talks 
with King Khaled and Crown Prince 
Fahd and delivered a message from 
President Hafez Assad. Syrian state 
radio said the message was a reply 
to a letter that Khaled had sent with 
a special emissary to Assad last 
week. 

Contents of both letters were not 
officially disclosed. However, 
reliable sources in the Syrian capital 
said they were connected with the 
Lebanese situation. This was the 
third exchange of letters between 
the two countries in the past 10 
days, Radio Riyadh reported. 

Saudi Arabia has been deeply in- 
volved m the search for an Arab 
solution, which could possibly 
provide a framework under which 
U.S. envoy Philip Habib could work 
to end the Israel i-Syrian standoff 
over Syria’s deployment of anti- 
aircraft missiles in eastern Lebanon. 
Habib is expected back in the 
region later this week. 

The Saudi newspaper al-Jazira 
wrote yesterday that Habib's next 
Middle East shuttle would have as 
its main goal the replacement of the 
Syrian force in Lebanon by a mul- 
tinational Arab force. The paper 


also reported that the U.S. would 
try to persuade Israel to discontinue 
its support for the Christians in 
Lebanon. 

The newspaper noted that if 
Habib could secure agreement on 
these two issues, he would then turn 
his efforts to securing the 
withdrawal of the Syrian missiles. 

According to The A r ew York Times 
yesterday. Habib reported on his 
return to Washington that he 
believed Syria would be prepared to 
accept a Saudi initiative to end the 
turmoil in .Lebanon, and that such 
an initiative would enable 
Damascus to withdraw the missiles. 

In Beirut, AP reported, Christian 
forces and Syrian troops continued 
to snipe at each other across the 
city's Moslem and Christian divide. 
But an agreement to end random 
shelling appeared to be holding. 

The random shelling truce was 
prompted by an uproar over Sun- 
day's “beach war," when Christian 
and Syrian- PLO gunners pounded 
the city’s crowded beaches, 
reportedly killing 19 sunbathers. 

The uproar was further fuelled by 
the death on Monday of three 
young Christian children when an 
incendiary shell tore into their 
house in. the neighbourhood of 
Dora. 

Israeli jets flying high above the 
city crashed the sound barrier twice 
in what has became an almost daily 
reminder of the crisis. But for the 
first time in three days, cars once 
again jammed the narrow streets, 
shops were crowded and some cros- 
sing points between the city’s two 
sectors were open. 

In Zahle, where fighting between 
Christian and Syrian forces erupted 
on April I and spawned the crisis, 
sporadic shelling left three persons 
dead, the slate radio said.

The Arab-owned Jerusalem 
District Electricity Company has 
agreed to surrender part of its con- 
cession area, covering more than 
1,500 households in the capital, to 
the Israeli Electric Corporation, it 
was learned yesterday. 

The area affected, in the suburb 
of Ramot, will be supplied with 
electricity from the country’s 
largest transformer station in near- 
by Kiryal Zanz. which was opened 
yesterday by Energy Minister 
Yitzhak Moda'i. 

Moda’i, who was given permis- 
sion by the High Court in February 
to requisition the Jerusalem part of 
the Arab company's concession 
urea, declared at yesterday's 
ceremony: "No electricity com- 
pany, no electricity nclwork and 
no other system, technological, 
economic, .social or personal, will 


ever again split up Jerusalem." 

In response to a demand from 
Electric Corporation workers’ 
leader Yoram Obracovich for an 
immediate take-over of the Jewish 
neighbourhoods now supplied by 
the Antis company, Moda'i said: 
“This company is maintaining con- 
tacis with us on both the political 
and technical levels.” 

Moda'i said the building of the 
new transformer station was one of 
many concrete actions taken to un- 
ify Jerusalem irrevocably. 

Minkilry sources said later that no 
substantial negotiations with the 
Arab company had taken place 
since April when company 
uhuirman Anwar Nusseibeh ap- 
parently refused lo accept a com- 
promise take-over proposul made 
by 'Moda'i. The government is un- 
likely to make any move before the 
June 30 election... the sources ad- 
ded. 


Moda'i announced 18 months ago 
his intention lo take over all 72,000 
customers of the company: But in 
response to a company appeal,' the 
High Court ruled that he was en- 
titled to do so only in Jerusalem, 
where Israeli sovereignty applies; 
and not in the West Bank. The 
court gave the company the right to 
make a further appeal against even 
a partial requisitioning. 

Moda'i's desire to take over the 
company's 43,000 Jewish and Arab 
customers in Jerusalem has been 
frustrated, it is believed, by opposi- 
tion of other cabinet members; in 
particular Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir and Gideon Patt. the 
minister for industry, trade and 
tourism. 

But the company has conceded 
one area in Ramot, where 2.057 
apartments are under construction, 
and are due to be occupied later this

Candidates 

for Knesset 
take to TV

TEL AVIV. — The election cam- 
paign hit the television screen last 
night in living colour and in full 
force, as the parties launched their 
appeals to the as-yet undecided 
voters through the electronic 
media. 

This marked the beginning of the 
final, costliest and most aggressive 
lap in the race for the Knesset. 
From now until two days prior to 
the polling date, the parties will 
beam their arguments several times 
daily on the radio and following 
each evening's Mabat news 
magazine on TV. 

Yesterday’s premiere offerings 
constituted the first real indication 
of the basic lines each party will use 
in the last weeks of the campaign. 
Up to last night the televised cam- 
paign strategy was the most guarded 
of secrets in the parties' head- 
quarters. But when the.curtain rose 
last night, there were few surprises. 

The Likud's announcer was the 
same woman featured four years 
ago, as well as Sephi Rivlin, also of 
the 1977 campaign. He recalled that 
at that time the Likud has been 
portrayed as a warmonging party', 
but that it had brought peace. The 
jingle played at the outset and end 
stressed to the voter that he now 
“must choose beeen continuing the 
move forward or sinking back. The 
Likud is on the right road,” it said. 

The main star, as expected, was 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin, 
shown both as a family man waxing 
ecstatic about a favourite grand- 
daughter, and as a bard-working 
statesman who doesn’t mind a 16- 
hour workday. He elaborated on 
the Likud's achievements, especial- 
ly the peace treaty. 

Labour’s spokesmen were 
Amiram Nir and Orly Yaniv, until 
recently popular TV personnel. 
When Nir related his recent profes- 
sional association, the soundtrack 
was momentarily silenced by order 
of Justice Moshe Etzioni, elections 
committee chairman. 

Chaim .Heraog.-was the Align- 
ment’s star, with hardly more than a 
glimpse of the party’s candidate for 
prime minister, Shimon Peres. The 
emphasis was that Labour’s “teams 
of experts” on defence, foreign af-

Sadat to ask 
for

The fate of Israeli installations 
in -Sinai after the final 
withdrawal is likely to be' a 
central issue in the Begin-Sadat 
summit talks in Ophira tomor- 
row. - Israeli, Egyptian and 
American sources all say they 
expect this question to be dis- 
cussed, in view of Egypt's 
known wish that Israel leave 
some of its buildings and 
facilities intact- 
-Israeli sources have revealed that 
the Egyptians raised the question 
several times, on an informal level, 
during the talks in Cairo last week 
on the multinational force that will 
keep the peace in Sinai after the 
withdrawal next ApriL 
Egyptian sources confirmed 
yesterday that Cairo would regard- it 
as a significant contribution to 
“normalization” if Israel does not 
destroy v or (Usmantie and remove, 
some of its' facilities in the penin- 
sula. The 1 Egyptian sources cited 
hotels in Ophira (Sharin e-Sheikh) 
and homes in other settlements as 
examples, ft was not clear if they 
were also thinking of buildings and 


facilities at military installations in 
Sinai. 

A well-placed U.S. source agreed 
that the issue of Israeli buildings 
and facilities in Sinai was indeed 
likely to come up at the summit. 

If the discussions include 
military facilities, such as some of 
those at the Israeli air bases of 
Eitarh and Etzion, the two leaders 
will be Lhinking in terms of long- 
tange strategic cooperation with the 
U.S. 

Under the peace treaty Egypt is 
allowed to use the two air bases only 
for civilian purposes,! and 'thus, for 
the immediate future* it Would have 
no use for Israeli military facilities 
left there. Egypt has also consistent- 
ly said that it does not want the 
. American contingent in the Sinai 
peacekeeping force to be regarded 
as part of Washington’s planned 
“Rapid Deployment Force” (RDP) 
for the Middle East. 

" Nevertheless, some Israeli 
observers believe that this Egyptian 
position .will change with time, and 
that Sadat and Begin can already 
now anticipate future use of the 
Sinai facilities by the U.S. RDP,

Italy may join Sinai peace force

Italy has been asked to contribute 
to the multinational peace-keeping 
force in Sinai, and diplomatic 
sources feel there is a good chance 
she will agree. 

The U.S., Israel and Egypt, who 
arc together negotiating a mandate 
for the force, are anxious to have at 
least one West European partici- 
pant, and Italy, with no colonial 
heritage in this immediate area, was 
considered an ideal candidate. 

The Italians have a helicopter- 
borne logistics unit with UNIFIL in 
South Lebanon, and if they agree to 


participate in the Sinai force, they 
would probably provide the same 
type of unit there too. 

Israeli sources say there are 
• prospects of a second European 
country agreeing to participate, and 
also of a second Latin American 
country — possibly Ecuador — 
agreeing to come in together with 
. Argentina. 

Other countries that are involved 
. in. informal contacts with the ILS. 
with a view to participating in the 
force are: Australia, New Zealand, 
Nepal and Fiji

IDF, Haddad

In the past, Christian militia com- 
mander. Maj. Sa’ad Haddad has op- 
posed Lhe intrdduction of such 
troops, but so far he has made no 
comment on the recent deploy- 
ments.

Steps promised to impose 
order in new amphitheatre

A new gateway to the 
amphitheatre to be cut through the 
Birket cl-Sulun dam. the elimina- 
tion of VIP seating, and lighter con- 
trol of entrances' to prevent gate- 
crashing were among the steps 
decided on yesterday following the 
disturbances that accompanied 
Sunday night's gala inauguration of 
the amphitheatre. 

The inflow of several thousand 
more persons than the amphitheatre 
could comfortably hold caused 
widespread anger among ticket 
buyers, many of whom had to stand. 

■ In extensive post-mortems held 
by officials of the municipality. Lhe 
Jerusalem Foundation and. the 
Khan Theatre, which is operating 
the amphitheatre, a number of steps, 
were decided upon, including the 
following: 

• A gateway will be cut through 
the dam after the current season. 
The dam forms the southern wall of 
the ancient reservoir in which the 
amphitheatre has been created. 


• Ticket holders will be directed 
to seven specific gates, and not just 
to the northern and southern ap- 
proaches. 

• The section cordoned off Sun 
day for a large contingent of VIPs 
will not be cordoned off. and 
sealing will be on the ground as 
elsewhere. 

• The reverse incline adjoining the 
dam is to be filled in at the end of 
the season, thereby providing some 
1,500 additional places facing the 
stage. 

Mayor Teddy Koflek, who 
engaged in an angry exchange with 
ticket holders from the 
amphitheatre platform Sunday 
night, said yesterday the difficulties 
were part of the ninning-in process 
of a new facility. 

Ten thousand tickets were sold 
for the concert conducted by 
Leonard Bernstein, but many com- 
plimentary tickets were also dis- 
tributed. The spokeswoman for the 
Khan put the figure at 1,000, but 
Koliek put it at 3,000-3,500. Both 
estimated that another 3,000 
persons entered without tickets.

possibly together with Egypt and 
even with Israel. 

These observers have no reading 
as to Washington's real view 
regarding the future strategic value 
of the facilities in Sinai. 

At any rate, if there- is discussion 
of military facilities at the summit it 
is likely to remain secret. 

Israeli observers predict, 
however, that there will be some 
“milestone” joint declaration by the 
two leaders tomorrow — very pos- 
sibly an announcement of agree- 
ment on the “multinational force 
and observers" for the Sinai. In 
practice, a good deal of detailed 
negotiation, on legal and military 
aspects of the force’s mandate, still 
remains to be done and a tripartite 
(Israel Egypt. U.S.) working session 
is scheduled for next week. 

But all three participants in the 
talks have said final agreement is in 
sight, and Sadat and Begin, if they 
do indeed want to proclaim the 
MFO agreement at the conclusion 
of their summit, will not let the still- 
loose ends stand in their way. 

Israel's Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir is on record as looking 
forward to a tripartite signing 
ceremony by foreign ministers in 
Washington — and both he and 
Begin would presumably be 
delighted if this could take place 
before the elections. 

The prime minister’s spokesman. 
Uri Porat, confirmed yesterday that 
"unresolved issues” in the MFO 
talks would be on the summit 
agenda tomorrow. 

Porat told The Jerusalem Post that 
the “central issue,” however, would 
be the Lebanon missile crisis. Other 
items would be: the danger of Soviet 
expansionism in the region, and 
“bilateral issues pertaining to the 
normalization.” 

A well-placed source disclosed 
yesterday that Begin “put a lot of 
pressure" on Sadat to agree to hold 
the summit meeting. The source said 
Begin died the missile crisis and the 
Soviet threat as the two pressing 
reasons why this face-to-face en- 
counter was necessary at this time. 

It might be wrong, therefore, the 
source suggested, to deduce from 
Sadat's agreement to hold the sum- 
mit that he was rooting for Begin in 
the Israeli election. “Perhaps he 
could simply not refuse to have the 
meeting," the source said. 

The summit as it is tentatively 
scheduled will comprise tete-a-tete 
talks between the two leaders, 
without aides. They are due to meet 
for two hours in the morning (after 
the arrival ceremony and a brief 
tour of the area). If required, there 


may be a second session after lunch. 

Lunch itself will also involve the 
two leaders' entourages — with 
each man bringing two ministers 
and aides. Sadat will be flanked by 
Foreign Minister Kamal Hassan Ali 
and M mister of State for Foreign 
Affairs Butros Ghali. Begin will 
have at his side Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir and, according to 
Israel TV last night. Agriculture 
Minister Ariel Sharon (though 
Begins spokesman denied this 
earlier). 

•The prime minister promised the 
Ophira residents committee yester- 
day that he would relay to President 
Sadat their request to meet with him 
during the day. They want to ask 
Sadat to allow those of them who 
wish to do so to carry on living in 
Ophira after it reverts to Egyptian 
rule in April. 

Sources close to Begin said 
yesterday they thought it “very, 
very unlikely" that Sadat would 
agree. If nevertheless he did agree, 
this would be “a very nice gesture to 
the people in Ophira.” Israel would 
not regard it as a gesture to the 
government of Israel (requiring a 
gesture by Israel in return), these 
sources stressed. The premier had 
agreed to relay the residents* re- 
quest for a meeting — but he would 
not endorse their request to be al- 
lowed to say in Ophira. 

Begin would, however, ask Sadat 
to undertakejhat after next. April 
Israeli visitors have easy access To 
Ophira. and. _ other Sinai holiday- 
spots, the sources said. 

Begin himself said much the same 
at a meeting with the Ophira resi- 
dents in Jerusalem yesterday. 

The residents also met with the 
director-general of the Prime 
Minister's Office, Mattityahu 
Shmuelevicz, to wrap up the 
negotiations over their compensa- 
tion from the government. Both 
they and Shmuelevitz firmly denied 
accusations that they had used the 
imminent summit as a lever to jack 
up their demands and obtain im- 
mediate government compliance. 

Shmuelevitz said yesterday's ses- 
sion had been scheduled before the 
summit was even conceived, and 
was the last of several negotiating 
sessions in which most of the sub- 
stantive issues regarding the com- 
pensation had been thrashed out.

Arabs mark car-bombing anniversary 

Two more West Bank settlements this month

at Kidumim. Shak'a complained to 
reporters that the investigation into, 
the attacks was not serious. No 
suspects have been apprehended in 
the case. 

Authorities also prevented stu- 
dents from entering . AJ-Najah 
University in Nablus, following 
serious disturbances there on Mon- 
day. Both students and teachers 
struck yesterday at the UNRWA 
seminary' at Kalandia. 

Meanwhile, well informed 


sources revealed details of new set- 
tlement activity slated for the West 
Bank this month. 

Settlement agencies plan to begin 
construction of two new settlements 
in the Jericho area prior to the June 
30 Knesset elections, while survey- 
ing and preliminary earthwork have 
begun for the second stage of the 
township of Efrat, south of 
Bethlehem. . 

The two settlements in the 
Jericho area are named Beit 
Ha'arava “B", until now a Nahal 
outpost situated between the town 
and -the Jordan River, and Tzuri, 
north of Jericho. 

They are to be part of a cluster or 
settlements surrounding the town 
which the government has approved 
in order to put paid to the late Yiga] 
Allon's plan for a corridor between 
Jordan and the West Bank with 
Jericho as its axis.

Villagers from the tiny hamlet of 
Wad Rahal, a few kilometres south 
of Bethlehem, complained yester- 
day that surveying and excavation 
work was under way on 300 dunams 
of their land.

Wad Rahal is several kilometres 
north of the present site of Efrat. 
Sources have admitted there is a 
problem of how the suburb planned 
for the Wad Rahal area is to be 
linked with Efrat proper since most 
of Lhe interveni .g land is privately 
owned and cultivated.

Sharon orders officials suspended 


AGRICULTURE MINISTER 
Ariel Sharon yesterday evening 
ordered the Mekerot Binui 
U’Pituah chairman to suspend four 
senior employees for using tbeir

The suspensions of the officials, 
who include the general manager of 
the heavy equipment division, Ben- 
ny Harel, follows an incident in- 
which a photographer took pictures 
of pro-Alignment posters hanging 
on the company premises. He was 
reportedly manhandled and had bis 
film confiscated by company 
employees. Police had to be called 
in to extricate the photographer. 

The incident was reported by the 
Government Press Office, which 
stated that “the photographer had 
arrived at the company premises by 
chance." But this is not confirmed 
by any other source. 

SHADOW HITS REALITY

The Treasury said that IS2.3 
billion was deposited with the 
Treasury during May, about IS lb. 
from pension plans. It is not clear, 
though, how much of the pension 
deposits came originally from the 
Treasury as loans to pension fund 
members. 


The Treasury announced yester- 
day that it would extend these loans, 
made only tp the self-employed, un- 
til the end of the month. Self- 
employed pension fund members 
can obtain loans for up to 40 per 
cent of the money they pay into the 
fund, at 101 per cent annual in- 
terest, to be. repaid over nine 
months. 

Loans to savings plan members 
amounting to half the amount 
deposited by the saver were discon- 
tinued by the Treasury. 

The banks have reduced the in- 
terest paid on ‘Rav Tachliti’ savings 


(multi-purpose) plans from 4 per 
‘ cent to 3 per cent, it was learned 
yesterday. Calculations made in the 
Treasury showed that in some cases 
the lowered interest rate would 
mean a negative yield on these 
plans. If it is assumed that inflation 
is 6 per cent a month and deposits 
are made at the beginning of the 
month, then the yield drops to 
minus 0.5 per cent* Saving for seven 
years with deposits made at the end 
of the month would bring a 2.3 per 
cent yield, but government bonds, 
which have the advantage of li- 
quidity, give lhe same yield. -

Tamar de Sola Pool dies 

Tamar de Sola Pool, a former 
national president of Hadassah 
(1939-43), died in New York on 
Monday.

The Mediterranean- Dead Sea 
canal project was presented yester- 
day for the first time to the National 
Planning and Building Council, 
which must grant a permit before 
construction of the S800m. water 
carrier can began. 

Uri WurzbeTger, the Energy 
Ministry's project planning chief, 
explained the outline proposals for 
the 80-kilometre canal along which 
water will flow from the southern 
Gaza Strip to the southern shore of 
the Dead Sea to generate hydro- 
electric power. 

The council decided that the pro- 
ject is of such national importance 
that it would reserve to itself the 
right to authorize and supervise the 
planning rather than delegating this 
to a local planning authority.

— The leader of 
an abortive armed rebellion in 
Bangladesh was killed on Monday 
in a jungle gunbaitle between his 
captors and a gang trying to abduct 
him, the Bangladesh government 

said yesterday. 

Major-General Abul Manzur. 
who led the coup attempt in which 
President Ziaur Rahman was assas- 
sinated. died from his wounds, a 
government statement said. 

Two other rebel officers, being 
escorted with him back to the port 
of Chittagong, were also killed. 


President Zia, who was shot by 
rebels at a government guest house 
in Chittagong early on Saturduy. 
was huried in Dacca yesterday with 
full military honours and a 21-gun 
salute. 

The official Bangladesh Radio 
said an inquiry tribunal had been 
formed to identify the killers and 
that a field court martial had been 
formed to try them. 

The government statement, car- 
ried on both radio and television, 
said 17 other army officers had been 
arrested following the two-day 


Japan ruling party to greet carrier 


TOKYO (Reuter). — Japan's ruling 
Libera! Democratic Party (LDP) 
decided yesterday to organize a 
welcome for the return of the U.S. 
jircraft carrier Midway to its home 
base near Tokyo on Friday despite 
controversy over whether it carries 
nuclear weapons. 

But the government itself is keep- 
ing clear for fear of hurling the re- 
election chances of the LDP- 
backed mayor of Yokosuka, the 
Midway's home port, on June 21. 

LDP leaders decided that the 


conservative party should organize 
functions to welcome the 64,000-ton 
ship because it had been defending 
Japan's sea lanes in the Indian 
Ocean for the past three months. 

Pacifists. Socialists and Com- 
munists plan demonstrations when 
the ship arrives because of 
widespread suspicions in Japan that 
the ship is carrying nuclear weapons 
in violation of Japanese principles 
banning the introduction of such 
arms.

U.S. probes conduct 
of missile officer 

WASHINGTON (Reuter). — The 
Justice Department has opeoed a 
criminal investigation into the con- 
duct of an Air Force missile officer 
accused of failing to report contacts 
with the Soviet embassy, a depart- 
ment spokesman said Monday 
night. 

Second Lieutenant Christopher 
Cooke. 25. who had access to secret 
codes for launching a nuclear attack 
on the Soviet Union was arrested 
last week at his Titan I! missile unit 
in Kansas .and charged under Air 
Force regulations. 

Military sources said he failed to, 
report three visits to the Soviet em- 
bassy in Washington between 
December 1, 1980, and last May 1. 

Although Cooke had access to 
the secret codes, sources at 
Strategic Air Command head- 
quarters in Omaha, Nebraska, said 
the codes were often changed and it 
was unlikely he could have given 
the Soviet embassy much valuable 
information. 

They said he would have had ac- 
cess to codes for launching Titans, 
the most powerful American inter- 
continental ballistic missile, as well 
as codes used to authenticate 
launch orders. 

He was charged with three counts 
of breaking an Air Force regulation 
requiring officers to report to their 
superiors any contacts with 
representatives of Communist 
countries. 

The penalty is up to two years jail 
with hard labour, forfeiture of pay 
and allowances and a Iess-than- 
honourable discharge. 


Sharp Soviet attack 
on Polish ‘revisionists’ 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — The Sennet 
media have launched their strongest 
attack yet on the Polish Communist 
Party, suggesting it is being under- 
mined by “revisionists" and in 
danger of losing control over events 
in the country. 

The official Tass news agency on 
Monday quoted a Polish regional 
communist official as charging that 
the party had split into factions and 
lacked strategy to overcome the 
country’s problems. 

The publication of the Warsaw- 
dalelined report and its inclusion on 
the evening’s television news bul- 
letins clearly reflected Kremlin 
fears that the Polish leadership was 
unable or unwilling to resist de- 
mands for further reforms. 

Tass said the Polish official, 
named as S. Owczar, told a meeting 


in Lhe Katowice region that the 
Communist Party’s recently- 
published programme contradicted 
Marxist-Lem’ nist' doctrine in Its 
analysis of the country's troubles. 

It was the first time that the docu- 
ment, which outlined a programme 
of democratic reforms for con- 
sideration at July’s party congress, 
had been mentioned jh the' Soviet 
media. 

In Warsaw, the Solidarity free 
trade union suggested that a 
declaration issued by the Katowice 
forum amounted to a permit for 
Soviet intervention in Poland. 

"The situation in Hungary is 1956 
and Czechoslovakia in 1968 was 
defined by the USSR the same way 
the Katowice forum is describing 
Poland's situation today,** Solidarity 
said. 


Tired Walesa wants to be replaced 


GENEVA (UPI). — Solidarity 
leader Lech Walesa, saying he is 
tired and his health is suffering, an- 
nounced yesterday he wants to step 
down as head of Poland’s free trade 
union movement. 

“I feel ! should be replaced.” 
Walesa told a news conference. “It 
is necessary to have fresh blood.’* 

- In Geneva to lead the Polish 
workers’ delegation to the annual 
conference of the International 
Labour Organization (ILO), Walesa 
said he has fulfilled the tasks he set 
himself. 


“I am very much behind, in my 
family life and I have lost something 
of my health,’’ stud the 36-year-ohl 
father of six children. 

Walesa predicted things will be 
“a little more difficult” in Poland 
after the death of Polish Primate 
Cardinal Wyszysnki. 

He said charges that Solidarity is 
undermining the Communist Party 
in Poland “doesn’t interest us as a 
union." And as for charges that 
Solidarity has caused damage to the 
Polish economy, ‘-‘I don’t listen to 
them.” 


Talks open in Paris on left-wing pact 


PARIS (Reuter). — French 
Socialist and Communist party 
leaders began talks on a possible 
political and electoral pact yester- 
day which could open the way to 
the appointment of Communist 
ministers under Socialist President 
Francois Mitterrand. 

Heading the two delegations were 
Socialist Party first secretary Lionel 
Jospin, who took over the post 
when Mitterrand became its 
presidential candidate last year, and 
Communist Party general secretary 
Georges Marchais. 

. The primary purpose of the talks 
is to prepare the ground for 
parliamentary elections to be held 
on June 14 and 21. The president 
hopes the elections will produce a 
left-wing majority favourable to his 
social reform programme in the 
national assembly. 


But Socialist officials have in- 
dicated they would insist that the 
Communists Abandon or at least' 
modify their support for Soviet in- 
tervention in Afghanistan and for 
Moscow's deployment of SS-20 mis- 
siles aimed at Western Europe. 

The Socialists, buoyed by opinion 
polls giving them some 33 per cent 
of the vote in the coming elections, 
have also left ho doubt they will 
want a firm commitment from 
Marchais and his colleagues of full 
support for all government policies. 

French political observers said 
tbe Communists, dismayed by 
Marchais' poor showing in the first 
round of the presidential voting that 
brought Mitterrand to power, 
seemed ready to make concessions 
to gain ministerial posts. 

But the observers said the Com- 
munist leaders would almost cer- 


tainly resist any effort to force them 
to renounce their strongly _ pro- 
Soviet line on international 
problems. 

In another development. Defence 
Minister Charles Hemu said yester- 
day that France would resume 
nuclear tests in the South Pacific 
atoll of Mururoa, but only after a 
thorough review of the programme. 

The new ■ Socialist defence 
minister halted underground tests in 
French Polynesia last week, 
s pending a thorough study. , 

The new government’s, decision 
to halt tests caused an uproar 
among Conservative politicians and 
service chiefs. 

.Opposition leader Jacques Chirac 
on Monday night denounced the 
decision to suspend testing as an ac- 
tion “jeopardizing France's defence 
system.” 


LONDON (AJPL-1~ Idi Amln, the. 
deposed Ugandan dictator now liv- 
ing in. SaudFArabia, said in an inter- 
view published here yesterday that 
troops ioyai to him are within a 
short distance of the Uganda capital 
of Kampala. 

The Guardian newspaper quoted 
Amin as saying the troops were part 
of a 20,000-strong force com- 
manded by a man called Yacoo 
Agriga. 

But the newspaper added that 
sources in East Africa said they had 
never heard of Agriga and be had 
never been linked to four guerrilla

“It was something like dynamite, 
but more powerful,” the 85-year-old 
elder statesman told a news con- 
ference. 

Desai told reporters his feeling 
that the blast was non-nuclear was 
based not on documents he had 
seen as prime minister from 1977 to 
1979 but on the lack of fallout. 

A spokesman of the Indian 
Atomic Energy Commission dismis- 
sed Desai's statement as “the fun- 
niest thing I have heard so far." 

The Indian government officially 
described the May 1974, blast in the 
great Indian desert as “a peaceful 
nuclear explosion experiment.. .at a 
depth of more than 100 metres...” 
A foreign scientist said Desai’s 
logic was incorrect because the 
1974 Indian blast was underground 
and underground tests cause little 
or no radioactive fallout. 


Tur kis h terrorist 
to gallows today 

ANKARA (UPI). — A member of 
the ultra-rightist "Grey Wolf' ter- 
rorist gang was slated to be hanged 
before dawn today 1 in eastern 
Anatolia’s ancient town of Elazig. 

The announcement in the official 
gazette coincided with extra 
security precautions around the 
prison in Elazig, 800 kilometres 
southeast of Ankara, where 21-year- 
old Cevdet Karakas was being held. 

The hanging will be the first in 5Vi 
months and- was “bound to remind 
Turkey's western aUies that this 
NATO nation cannot but get lough 
in its war on terror,” a western 
analyst said. 

Karakas, a high-school dropout, 
was sentenced to death on March 3 
for lulling a leftist lawyer. Karakas 
was cited by the prosecution as a 
member of the Grey Wolf militant 
wing of the National Movement 
Parly. ' 


Bani-Sadr’ s legal adviser 
jailed for bribery, smuggling 


TEHERAN (Reuter). — A legal ad- 
viser to Iran’s embattled President 
Abolhassan Bani-Sadr has. been ar- 
rested on charges of supporting 
counterrevolutionaries, taking 
bribes and smuggling people and 
foreign currency out of toe country, 
officials said yesterday. 

The arrest on Sunday of 
Manuchehr Masoudi was the latest- 
in a series of blows against the presi- 
dent and his staff and followed an 
official statement on Monday that 
Bani-Sadr himself had violated laws 
of the Islamic republic. 

It was the second arrest of a. 
presidential adviser in little over 
two weeks. On May 17 an aide was 
taken into custody on a charge of 
smuggling secret documents from 
the Foreign Ministry. 

Both assistants are being held at 
Teheran’s Evin jail. .. 


A n official statement by the city’s 
revolutionary prosecutor said that 
15 other people, including two “im- 
postor- clergymen,'’ had been ar- 
rested as a result of the Masoudi in- 
vestigation. 

The charges against Masoudi also 
include collaboration with agents of 
the ousted regime of the late shah. 

If convicted on all counts, 
Masoudi could face death, the of- 
ficial news agency Pars reported.

ere is a serious problem, stealing 
tS become such a compulsive habit 
at it takes a combination of skilled 
satment, super-strong parents, 
.d a lot of time and Juck to cure it. 

- The act of stealing is almost 
ways brought to the attention of 


the parent by a third party. For the 
small child, it .is usuaJiy.au irate 
neighbour coming to retrieve his 
child's favourite toy. Later on, it is 
the classroom teacher who often 
has the unenviable duly of passing 
on this information. The parent 
then talks with the child and usually 
extracts a promise from him that 
such behaviour will cease — ' and if 
not, then the child should expea 
swift and rigorous punishment. 

THE PROBLEM is that any parent 
.is understandably- reluctant to 
punish on hearsay evidence; and un- 
til. the misdeed has been verified, 
the time lapse has rendered die 
punishment less than effective. A 
parent may never actually catch his 
child in possession of stolen 
property, and to have to take the 
word of others - when his child 
protests that the property is won, 
traded or borrowed, puts him in the 
position of having to answer that 
dreaded question, “Whose- side are 
you on?” 

But being on the side of the child 
means more than just taking 7 bis 
word in a matter which would be to 
his ultimate advantage to dispute: It 
means doing whatever is necessary 
to ensure his optimal development; 
this is impossible once the child has 
been identified by persons outside 
the home as a thief. 

The child who is - so labelled by 
teacher, neighbour or local grocer is 
in bad trouble. Such a label is

To be in- 
sulted, shunned, thrashed or os- 
tracized (as is the usual method of 
dealing .with adolescent thieves) is 
far more hurtful than being 
punished at home. Thus, it is better 
to err on the side of being overly 
vigilant — of doing whatever is 
necessary to stop this kind of 
behaviour (including taking the 
teacher's word rather than the 
chad's) and getting some profes- 
sional help without delay. 

Once the contact has been made 
with the psychiatrist or the psy- 
chologist, the actual technique used 
will vary with the age of the child 
and the theoretical persuasion of 
the - therapist. The approach will 
vary from exclusive concentration 
on finding out the “why and 
wherefore' 7 to the single-mindedly 
attempting to change the behaviour 
without attempting to fix the cause. 
Some therapists work only with the 
parents; some with families. 

As a general rule, the parents' in- 
volvement in therapy is total in 
cases of young children, and 
diminishes to occassional consulta- 
tion with adolescents. Another 
general rule is that for young 
children, parental cooperation in 
the therapy is paramount while 
adolescents can sometimes make 


good progress in treatment in spile 
of their parents. 

Bur rules and treatment styles are 
only guidelines: no two persons, or 
families, respond in Ihe .same way. 
Sometimes what is recommended 
is to gel the child away from his 
reputation. This is feasible if there 
are divorced parents, grandparents 
or very accepting relatives who live 
elsewhere. But it is not recom- 
mended to send the child to a 
boarding or kibbutz school. 

ONE OF the hardest things is for 
the thief to change his image in the 
eyes of the community — which is 
Why some therapists recommend 
the change mentioned above. One 
has to wait a very long time before 
believing that the child has ceased 
taking what is not his. How can 
anyone know that he has turned 
over a new leaf and stopped 
stealing? Has he really stopped, or 
has he just become more proficient? 

If a child is a bully or a crybaby, 
his changes in behaviour are easier 
to see, and the slightest improve- 
ment can be noticed, praised and 
rewarded; thus he is given incentive 
for further change. In the case of 
stealing, such praise and rewards 
must not be used since one cannot 
be sure that one is really encourag- 
ing honesty. In the case of the peer 


group, once a youngster has been 
excluded he may never be readmit- 
ted, depending on the age of the 
group. 

Any parent at this point would 
say, “But all kids take things 
sometimes...'' Sure. Children do ri- 
fle drawers, filch money from 
mother's purse, lake brother's 
favourite toy, etc. Such incidents 
can and do occur, because a 
youngster is curious, wants to be 
“big," feels rejected. And these in- 
cidents ore handled within the fami- 
ly. The key to controlling the child 
who takes — and does so usually 
without any special difficulty — is 
scrupulously respecting the child's 
own property and emphasizing that 
the home is synonymous with 
security for all members of the fami- 
ly- 

The missing factor which dis- 
tinguishes the above-mentioned 
“taking" from real stealing is the 
quality of sneakiness and secrecy in- 
dicaling intent as well as 
forethought that goes into stealing. 
If a child takes his brother’s toy, he 
has broken a rule. If a child takes 
his brother's toy and hides it, be has 
stolen it even if he is too young to 
understand that. A child takes 
money from his mother's purse for 
ice-cream: at age five, he is being 
naughty, at age 10, he needs help. 
Small sums of money, candy bars or 
unfamiliar toys hidden in the back 
of the doset spell danger. It's not 
the value but the intention that 


counts, not the quantity of the g 
goods, but the quality of the action "» 
that alerts a parent to its inherent Z 
danger. § 

£ 

If THE informant is the child's 
first-grade teacher or a local 
shopkeeper, do yourself and your 
child a favour by accepting the un- 
welcome information as fact. For, 
once a parent accepts the facts he is 
on the way to helping his child 
change them. There are things to be 
done even wiLhout the help of a 
therapist. For example, if the child 
is young (up to first grade), the first 
thing a parent should do is to tune in 
very carefully — to watch and listen 
well every time the child speaks. At 
this age. children express many of 
the things that are troubling them — 
if an adult really listens when they 
talk to Friends, dolls or themselves, 
as well as to the parent directly. 

If there are particular tensions or 
misunderstandings, one should ad- 
dress oneself directly to them and 
deal with sibling rivalry, dislike of 
the metapelet. or school or nursery 
problems. “Stealing" should not be 
mentioned at aU and threats of 
punishment and/or lectures on the 
value of honesty are ueseless and to 
be avoided. 

For the older child, one should be 
direct in informing him that his 
secret is known but that you will 
help him deal with it. For any age, 
increased supervision is in order — 
spending more time together doing 
a variety of activities. Stealing 
almost always occurs during un- 
supervised times, so opportunities 
and temptations should be 
minimized wherever possible. And 



for a child of iny age, unexplained 
property should always be returned 
tL v its source no matter how con- 
vincing the protestations are that it 
is a "gift." the result of a "trade," or 
just abandoned.. 

The older the child, the more dif- 
ficult and lengthy the cure. The 
longer he remains free to steal and 
unpunished, the more valuable the 
spoils become and the greater the 
compulsion to continue. In this 
case, no matter how reluctant you 
may be to take someone’s word for 
such a serious accusation, be 
grateful that they are giving you the 
opportunity to do something con- 
structive before it gets too late.

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IF YOU think that goats are nasty and dirty 
and smeilv. then you have never seen the 
goats at Sha'ar Hagai. 

In fact, sa\s Dvora Ben Shaul, one of the 
dn/en or so rugged individualists who live at a 
former pumping station on the Jerusalem-Tel 
Aviv highway, just above the ruined Khan of 
Sha'ar Hagai, a goat is less trouble than u dog. 
That's high praise indeed, considering that 
the community, known as Sha'ar Hagai Ken- 
nels. specializes in raising, breeding and 
keeping dogs. 

Ben Shaul. who is a zoologist among her 
many talents, points out that it_ is perfectly 
natural for Shavuot to be a festival of dairy 
products. Goats breed at Succot and give 
birth around Purim. By Shavuot. the kids are 
weaned and there is a sudden glut of goat's 
milk, ready to be turned into-leben. yoghurt 
and cheese. 

A good goat, she says, can give six to seven 
litres of milk a day. enough for a family to be 
in good supply of milk, leben. cheese, pud- 
ding. dulce de leche and anything else that 
might strike their fancy. Five goats give as 
much milk as a cow. she points out, but they 
eat half as much. 

She first realized the potential of goats 
when she was working in India and Indo- 
China years ago. It became clear to her that 
cows were, in fact, a luxury in the Third 
World. 

At this point in her story, she brought out a 
glass of goat's milk for me to taste. Contrary 
to what I had expected, it had no strong smell, 
although it did have the full rich taste that is 
present in all fresh milk. 

Goat milk only smells, she explained, when 
there is a male goat around and the odour that 
emanates from him is absorbed by the fat, or, 
if the goats are not kept clean. Since the 
Sha'ar Hagai goats are washed once a month 
in the summer, and brushed down in the 
winter, there is no such problem. 

Incident!}-, the white cheese made from the 
milk is also light and sweet smelling. In away, 

1 was rather disappointed that it did not have 
a more “goaty" taste. But what made up for it 
was a hard blue cheese which she let me taste. 
The cheese is far too strong to eat, but perfect 
for grating over pasta, or using in salad 
dressings. 

She explained that like bread, wine and 
beer, cheese is a living thing. It depends on 
the weather, the heat, the cold, the humidity. 
Some cheeses she only makes in hot weather, 
others in cold weather. And no two cheeses 
are ever quite the same. 

The goats at Sha'ar Hagai are of a breed 
known as Sanaan, which is originally Swiss. 
The Israeli stock, which comes from Holland, 
was brought in by the Jewish Agency, but. 


says Ben Shaul, the quality of the goals in the 
country declined because of bad breeding 
practices. 

In fuel, the yield of goats in Galilee is about 
three litres a day. while those of Sha'ar Hagai 
give double the amount, a result. Ben Shaul 
says, of careful breeding in the nine years that 
they have had them. The lowest yield of their 
goals is 5.8 litres from one who has not yet 
reached her full capacity. 

They have ihrce adult goats and a kid, 
looked after by Ruth Horner, a young volun- 
teer from England, who returns to Sha'ar 
Hagai year after year. The goats, she ex- 
plained" are very intelligent and sensitive. 
They must be milked in the proper order or 
they become upset. 

When Horner walked in, the goats seemed 
far from anxious to approach her. This 
seemed something of a mystery, until she ex- 
plained that that morning she had brushed 
them in honour of their guests. 

Sharing a room with the goats was a large 
number of chickens, a fact that was not ac- 
cidental. Ben Shaul explained. The chickens 
eat the ticks that might attach themselves to 
the goats. In the centre of the room was a 
large rock of what we w'ere told was Dead Sea 
salt, with far more minerals than the usual 
rock salt. 

Perhaps the strangest of all. for those used 
to seeing goats grazing around the hillsides, is 
the fact that Sha'ar Hagai goats are not put 
out to pasture. 

“Sometimes we lake them out for a walk," 
Ben Shaul said, “but they would use up much 
of the energy for producing milk in looking 
for food." She also noted that the udders of 
this particular strain are' not suited to the 
rocky hills of Judea and they would become 
scratched. 

The room in which the goats were housed 
was clean and fresh smelling, despite the fact 
that the straw is changed only once a year. 
Ben Shaul attributed this to the fact that the 
area is airy, well ventilated and dry, with 
plenty of room. 

Meanwhile, if you have a hankering for 
goat's milk or cheese, you can’t buy it at 
Sha'ar Hagai, as it is against the law for 
private individuals to sell dairy products. A 
solution might be to have your own goat. 

Ben Shaul points out that private families 
have goats in the Jerusalem neighbourhoods 
of the Nahlaot, Talpiot, Abu Tor and Ein 
Karem, where the municipal bylaws permit 
them. There is, she admitted, trouble with the 
neighbours, but she personally could not un- 
derstand this as the animals were quieter and 
more well behaved than dogs. 

And that is high praise indeed.

IT’S HARD to^ay, who.Tirst 
brought the quiche — the open text 
— to Israel — either new immigrant 
French, or by way of America. 
In any case, it’s a versatile dish;' 
relatively easy to prepare, and 
elegant for guests. 

While many, of your Mends wilT 
be making blintzes this Shavuot, 
you might find the. quiche an un- 
usual change. Its combination of- 
eggs, milk and cheese fit it into the 
traditional dairy food category. 

The quiche starts out with a 
pastry crust, rolled out or patted 
into the bottom of a quiche or pie 
plate ' and lightly baked. (Further 
baking will be done when the filling 
is added.) You can use any com- 
bination of vegetables for the filling 
—just sautd or steam them first and 
mix with 2 to 3 eggs, about 2 cups of 
milk, and a handful of grated 
cheese. Pour, into the . p re-baked 
crust and bake until the filling firms 
up in the centre. Remember that 
the quiche will firm a bit as it cools. 

Although connoisseurs might 
pooh-pooh, quiche can; aiso be 
made with fruit. Just substitute 
chopped or grated fruit for the 
vegetable, forget the cheese and 
add some honey and spices, and 
you’ve got yourself a quiche to 
remember.

frozen until needed.

Nesher smoke still controversial

HAIFA — The dirty grey clouds of 
smoke pouring from the chimneys 
of the Nesher cement factory here 
are vapour — not dust or dangerous 
pollutants, managing director 
Avraham Pe'er told The Jerusalem 
Past lust week. 


Always under fire for its alleged 
lack of concern with clean air and 
public health. Nesher is in fact a 
company that goes by the book and 
is less of a health hazard than most 
industries in the area. Peer claimed. 

M Our raw materials are limestone 
and clay, mixed with some 40 per 
cent of water." he explained. “This 
mixture must be dried out before 
entering the kilns, and that's what 
causes the vapour emissions." 
-Nesher. however, has no public 
relations department to explain that 
to (he public, so “they keep seeing 
us as the bad guys we have long 
ceased to be." Pe’er said. 


He admitted that Nesher caused 
“some" air pollution until about six 
years ago. When electrostatic filters 
were installed in the smokestacks to 
prevent dust from escaping. The 
latest records show the device has 
been successful and the incidence cf 
dust in the air has been well below 
the minimum level (ISO mg per 
cubic metre), he stressed. 

A while ago the Haifa D strict 
Court ordered Nesher to check the 
incidence of pollutants in its smoke 
every four months, and report the 
results to the municipality. 


The municipal environmental 
protection department agrees with 
Pe'er but only partially. Air pollu- 
tion has decreased considerably 
during the past six months, but still 
hasn't been eliminated. Nesher's 
four smokestacks still let out too 
much dust, and although this is not 
immediately harmful, it is known to 
contribute to respiratory diseases 
and gallstones, municipal ecologists 
maintain. 

“The claim that the smoke is only 
vapour is also absurd," one of them 
told The Post. "Steam vapour ac- 
counts only for about 20 per cent of 
:he matter emitted." 

Legal disputes between Haifa 
Municipality and Nesher. however, 
have not been limited to matter of 
ecology. A few months ago the 
company was found guilty of setting 
up a new stone crusher facility 
without the proper building permit. 
The million dollar plant was also 
said to be a nuisance to the 
neighbourhood, with its constant 
noise and dust clouds. 

Except for a few quick runs, to 
keep the equipment from rusting, 
the stone crusher lies idle today, 
awaiting further results of the suit. 
Avraham Pe'er flares up when talk- 
ing about the plant. It was a 
ridiculous story, he says. "We had 
an old stone crusher that could not 
be used anymore, so we brought in a 
new one. Being larger and more 
complex, it made some adaptations 
in the existing installations neces- 
sary. We did not build anything new 
or make any additions. We only 


made a few changes.” 

A former Navy aluf-mishne 
recently turned civilian, Pe'er is a 
relative newcomer to the cement 
business, having entered office only 
six months ago. 

"When people sav that cement 
plants abroad do not emit any 
smoke, they're right. There can be no 
smoke because they don't work 
with wet raw materials, as we do,’ 
he explained. "Modern technology 
calls for pouring previously dried 
limestone and clay into the kilns to 
save time and energy." 

Nesher probably won’t change its 
ways in the near future, he added. 
Adapting the existing installations 
to the new method would cost 
hundreds of millions of dollars. 
Besides, the company’s three plants 
(at Haifa, Ramie and Har-Tuv) 
already produce all the cement the 
country can use, about a million 
tons a year. There is no good reason 
for such a heavy additional invest- 
ment. he added. 

The country’s sole cement maker 
has not felt the effects of the 
decrease in public building, Pe’er 
said. On the contrary, if the com- 
pany produced more it could sell its 
entire output. Last year sales came 
to IS635 million, with a JS58m. 
profit, he added. 

Here is good news for ecologists: 
Nesher is at least on its way out of 
Mount Carmel. The old quarry 
there will soon be abandoned, as a 
new one, near the Arab village of 
Tamra in Upper Galilee is made 
ready to take its place, he said.

almost eight years ago, in the days 
of the Colonels’ junta.

Only 600 computer operators 
completed their training in Israel 
last year, although the installation 
of new micro-processors and mini- 
processors required 1,000 profes- 
sional operators. 

The entry of 450 computer program- 
mers and 150 systems analysts into 
the labour market last year was in- 
sufficient to stop the shortage of 
computer operators — which 
already ran into several thousand — 
from growing more acute. This was 
stated by Romemya Halevy-Segal, 
council chairman of the Systems 
Analysts’ Association, at the as- 


sociation's two-day conference, 
which ended yesterday. 

He said that in the five years from 
1978 to 1983 a six-fold increase was 
expected in the U.S. in the number 
of micro-processor systems, while 
the number of mini-processors 
would increase four times. A similar 
increase is expected here. In rela- 
tion to its size, Israel has the tenth 
most computerized economy in the 
world, he added. But its 
technological development is 
threatened by the chronic lack of 
qualified manpower. 

Halevy-Segal criticized both the 
shortage of computer training 
centres and the lack of supervision 


over them and the fees they charge. 
Workers should be encouraged to 
move into the computer field by be- 
ing offered financial assistance dur- 
ing the period of re-training. 

The introduction of a national 
data-communication network cur- 
rently being planned would 
facilitate the installation of com- 
puter terminals in the home and 
make it possible for many more 
women to join the profession, he 
pointed out.

Travel agents act to restrain 
unbridled competition

TBL AVIV. — Travel agenis and 
airlines operating in Israel last week 
introduced new regulations 
restraining the stiff competition 
which included giving clients virtual 
interest-free unlinked loans and 
under-the-table reductions. 

; . The : agreement in principle was 
-reached after months of negotia- 
tions between the Panel of Airline 
Representatives and the Israel 
- Tourist Travel Agents Association,’ 
The Jerusalem Post has leamL 

Association members unanimous- 
' ly endorsed the agreement, which 
came after competition had become 
so ferocious, that some agen is 
' published big advertisements offer- 
ing trips for a fairly small down- 
payment and the rest of the price — 
calculated in shekels — to be paid 
over several months without in- 
terest. 

Some agents offered reductions 
and some bent IATA regulations. 
Under these regulations a person 
wanting to fly to Paris for four days 
had to pay the full fare, but some 
agents sold the cheaper excursion 
fares even though passengers did 
not meet the conditions regarding 
the minimum required stay. 

■ A senior El AI source told The 
Jerusalem Post. 'that airlines 
cooperated in breaking the regula- 
tions. Some airlines made h possible 
for the agents to offer the special 
prices," he said. “No agent would 
take .a bank loan to- finance his 
clients,’' he argued. 

.The airlines had tried to clean the 
market by themselves in January. 
-They failed, apparently because 
they did not win the travel agents' 
cooperation. 


The agents suffered too, Eli Blau, 
the chairman or their association 
said. People would -go to the es- 
tablished travel agents, pick up free 
advice there und .later book their 
trips with the Tour Moshav firm, 
because it offered bigger reduc- 
tions, he. reported. 

Some agents resorted to offering 
such big reductions that later they 
had difficulties meeting their finan- 
cial obligations. The Post learned. 
Two of them were forced to go out 
of business. 

Blau said the new regulations 
provide that IATA rules be adhered 
to. Some institutions would get up 
to 90 days' credit, but payments 
would be linked to the dollar. 

Members will be liable to fines if 
they are caught violating the deci- 
sions. Blau continued. Each 
member wilt submit a bank 
guarantee, which may run up to 
more than IS50.000 (depending on 
the size of the agency). Thus the as- 
sociation will be able to impose its 
fines. 

Rehavia Ben-Shach, the head of 
El Al’s Israel branch and the 
chairman of the Panel of Airline 
Representatives, said the com- 
panies will also contribute to en- 
forcing the derisions. 

Cooperation was made possible 
after the parties settled their dif- 
ferences over the airlines' demands 
that the price of tickets be 
registered in dollars. The agents pay 
the airlines in Israeli currency 
weeks after they sell the tickets. 
(Refunds for unused tickets were 
also paid in shekels.) But the agents 
finally agreed that the price as of 
this September will be registered in 
dollars. 


World airlines deep in the red 


GENEV% (Reuter). — The world’s 
- major commercial airlines will be in 
the red by a total of $700 million by 
the end of this year if present trends

The 1 10 member companies will 
together lose $1.7 billion on 
operating their international 
scheduled flights, while paying out 
an estimated $900m. in repayment 
charges, IATA financial experts ad- 
ded. ’

craft' will be completely wiped out, 
leaving companies $700m. in the 
red, the finance team told a meeting

60 firms. n u-vs ’ 

IATA "director-general fCnut 
Ha'mmarskjoeld called the two-day 
meeting at short notice to discuss 
immediate solutions' to the worsen- 
ing financial crisis. 

The executives arc concentrating 
on raising revenue, possibly through 
-fare increases, cutting costs, and' 
asking national governments to ease 
the burden of landing and traffic 


control charges. 

The IATA reckoned that by the 
end of 1980 the airlines, which ac- 
count for some 70 per cent of all 
scheduled international traffic, 
together had only $ 100 m. between 
them for investment.

THE INJECTION of the hefty amount of IS900 million into the 
economy in May. now revealed by the Bank of Israel, may signify the 
beginning of the end of Finance Minister Yoram A ri dor's pre- 
election festival. 

The resort once again, and with a vengeance, to the printing press 
to finance the government's torrential expenditures shows that Mr. 
A rid or ’s earlier efforts to absorb money from the public have been 
no more than a stop-gap measure. At first he collected more taxes by 
inducing the public to advance its purchases of consumer goods. He 
also managed to generate a short-lived bulge in the money put into 
saving schemes. 

Until April, these varied manipulations brought in enough cash so 
that, despite mounting government spending, there was little need to 
print money. 

Now these overdrafts have apparently come to an end. The B3nk 
of Israel finds it more difficult to sell government bonds, despite an 8 
per cent discount from their face value. The public’s eagerness to buy 
cheapened consumer durables shows signs of having become blun- 
ted. so that the Treasury cannot expect to collect more taxes. And no 
temporary incentives, such as Joans for those willing to put their 
savings into pension funds, can make much of a dent in the long-term 
saving habits of the public. 

The relatively comfortable cash-flow position which Mr. Aridor 
engineered for a few months is. as the latest data indicate, a very tem- 
porary' ■■’-'■'air. By contrast, many of the expenditures he has been 
piling ur are commitments for a long time ahead. 

The massive subsidization of consumer goods and services, 
together with the tax reductions, was unaccompanied by expenditure 
cuts or other measures to curb aggregate demand. Inflation was 
therefore merely diverted from the subsioized and cheapened goods 
to the unsubsidized goods and services. 

At their present rates, these subsidies will by the end of the fiscal 
year have cost IS 18b., which is 9 per cent of the entire budget. This 
can obviously not go on, regardless of who is going to be finance 
minister. The consequence of Mr. Aridor’s frantic effort to create the 
artificial mood of a boom, or at least a boomlet. will be a painful bust. 


Golan ambiguities 


THE FUTURE of the Golan is on the public agenda again. This is 
the result not of any deliberate design but of the administrative 
detention of five Golan Druse for what has been described as incite- 
ment against the military government and the stale. 

In fact the charges stem from the Knesset's action last summer in 
granting Druse residents of the Golan the right to acquire Israel 
citizenship upon request, and receive Israel identity cards. This was 
supposed to meet the urgent desire of many, if not most, Golan 
Druse to cast their lot openly with this country, and to sever 2 ll legal 
ties with their former master. Syria. At the same time it did not re- 
quire the final measure of annexing the area even indirectly through 
the extension of Israel law, as favoured by some Druse and nearly all 
jewish settlers there. 

This move did not prevent Israel supporters of outright annexa- 
tion, both within and outside the Knesset, from pressing their case. 
But by then the somewhat unpleasant consequences of the passage of 
the Jerusalem Law had started to be observed, and Washington came 
in with the warning that it viewed the prospect of annexation with 
“grave concern.’’ So the government, without whose backing the 
legislation could not be enacted, backed away. 

Meanwhile Druse on the Golan started filing for their citizenship 
and taking out their ID cards. Over the months, however, only some 
1 ,200, or about 1 0 per cent of the Druse population in the area did so. 
The disappointingly small number was plainly due to what a 
spokesman cf the military government, in justifying the detention of 
the five, has described as “a campaign of threats and pressure, in- 
cluding social and religious ostracism, applied through religious 
leaders," against Druse who had asked to turn Israel citizens. 

Their reason, the Golan leaders leading this campaign have been 
explaining, was Tear of retribution by the authorities in Damascus 
against the families of the applicants across the cease-fire line, inside 
Syria. But there can be little doubt that a more important reason for 
at least some of those leaders was their conviction that they were 
Syrian citizens living under Israel occupation. Those who applied for 
Israel citizenship were therefore, in their eyes, simply turncoats. 

Israel loyalists among the Golan Druse are now strengthened in 
their belief that the only remedy is formal annexation, followed by 
the forcible issuance of Israel ID cards to one and all. Then, they say, 
the timid souls among their brethren will have all the protection they 
need for their families in Syria, and the political opponents wifi be 
put in their place. That may be so, although it is questionable 
whether the gain will be worth the certain loss in some other respects. 

But so long as the Golan has not been annexed it is hard to see 
what precise offence against the State and the military government 
— as distinct from any possible offence against their fellow Druse, 
for which they are not standing trial — the five have committed. 

The five are also accused of violating a secret understanding bet- 
ween the Israeli authorities — the military government and the In- 
terior Ministry — and Druse religious leaders for a cessation of the 
campaign of ostracism, in return for a moratorium on the issuance of 
ID cards until after the election. But, again, it is difficult to see why 
such a blatantly political deal, which will not bind the Israel side after 
June 30, should be legally binding on .the Druse. 

In making that de3l the Israeli authorities had in effect 
acknowledged that the Knesset had erred in offering the Golan 
Druse this country's citizenship at this time. In making the deal 
secret, the authorities sought to conceal their acknowledgment or 
this Fact from the public on the eve of the election. Now that it is 
public, their only recourse is to propose that no further action be 
tjken pending a settlement of the Golan’s political future.

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THOUGH THE Lebanon crisis is a 
major news item, the Syrian 
presence in Lebanon is taken Tor 
granted. Prominent Israeli per- 
sonalities proclaim that Syria was 
invited into Lebanon legally and the 
foreign media refer to Syrian oc- 
cupulion troops by the euphemism 
“Arab Deterrent Force." 

The fact is that Syria today is the 
master of Lebanon. It entered il- 
legally. though like the Russians in 
Afghanistan, it arranged for ex post 
facto recognition and abused its 
late- begotten Arab League mandate 
by becoming an aggressor. 

Today, Syria outrightly controls 
45 per cent of Lebanon — 65 per 
cent together with its PLO and al- 
lied extension forces. It has annexed 
and Syrified large areas of Lebanon, 
kepi the country hamstrung through 
‘‘divide and rule" tactics and 
powerless under a figurehead ruler, 
it has built up a formidable military 
infrastructure on Lebanese soil and 
subv ened the Lebanese army for its 
own ends. It has hunted down oppo- 
nents in a reign of terror and stifled 
the voice of journalists by 
threatened and actual assassination. 

Syria's aim is to realize the age- 
old dream of “Greater Syria.” 
destroying the Christian community 
jnd converting Lebanon into a state 
of conflict and hotbed of terror — a 
flashpoint to jeopardize the peace 
process. The Syrian occupation, 
moreover, fils into the Soviet 
Union's grand design for the area. 

Syria's claim to Lebanon is deep- 
rooted in nationalist ideology. Cer- 
tain Ba'ath historiographers have 
even denied the existence of 
Phoenicia (ancient “Lebanon") as a 
distinct entity, and President Hafez 
Assad proclaimed that Syria and 
Lebanon are “one country and one 
people.” Syria never recognized 
Lebanon and does not maintain an 
embassy in that country.

Syria helped the Christians crush 
‘ the "leftist coalition and then turned 
against its Christian “allies" whose 
Western orientation Damascus 
feared. Syrian Lroops conquered the 
north and northern Bekaa, mer- 
cilessly shelling civilian - population 
centres, and have since been 
masters of Lebanon. 

Only the South Lebanon enclave 
of Major Sa’ad Haddad, the 
Jounieh Jbail Kasroun bulge, east 
Beirut and some islands in southern 
Bekaa are not under Syrian control. 

The Syrians have for all practical 
purposes annexed the Bekaa and 
northern Lebanon. They have 
replaced Sarkis’s picture with that 
of Assad; Lebanese flags with 
Syrian ones and introduced Syrian 
currency. 


The Deuxieme Bureau plays a 

political internal espionage role. 

PLO organizations (namely 
SaJka, PFLP-GC and PL A), equip- 
ped and trained by Syria, constitute 
an extension of the Syrian military 
arm in Lebanon. Many terrorist 
missions are planned by Syria, and 
the PLO is employed to serve Syrian 
strategy. Thus in the recent Zahle 
offensive, the PLO was instructed to 
step up its attacks in the South. 


THE 1975-76 Civil War enabled 
Syria to enter the divided country 
and gain control by playing one side 
against the other. 

Syria's intervention shifted the 
tide in favour of the leftists (whom 
Syria supported at the time), but 
Syria did not let these pro-Iraqis 
reap the fruits or their victory. It 
therefore imposed a cease-fire and 
an unacceptable “constitutional 
document," which the pro-Iraqis 
opposed as it did not reflect their 
strengthened position. 

Syria decided to crush leftist op * 
position and sent in commandos in 
March and an armoured brigade in 
April. It installed a figurehead presi- 
dent in a special election held under 
the guns of armed Syrian troops 
who were present in the Chamber of 
Deputies at the time of the vote. 


Syria used the excuse of an ap- 
parently “rigged" petition by two 
Lebanese villages on the Syrian 
border to send in a full division 
which had long been poised for this 
purpose. 

Only six days later did the Chris- 
tians adopt a resolution approving 
the Syrian intervention, and on June 
9 and October 4, at Cairo and 
Riyadh, the Arab League gave ex 
post facto recognition to the invasion 
by describing Syria as a member of 
a multi-national Arab Deterrent 
Force. This force was a fiction from 
the outset, and this was understood 
when the last non-Syrian contingent 
left in October 1979. (In Tunis last 
year, many Arab foreign ministers 
questioned the Syrian mandate and 


THE SYRIANS encourage in- 
terdenominational and factional 
rivalries in a “divide and rule” 
strategy. They have thus cultivated 
Franjieh and were behind his break 
with the Kata’eb (“Phalangists”). 
They fomented tensions between 
Christians and Shi’ites (in the Jbail 
province) and between Christian 
and Druse (in the Chouf province). 

They have kept President Sarkis 
impotent; he is incapable of making 
a move without their approval. Thus 
the Syrians “convinced" him to 
send troops to the South in 1978 
against his wishes and did not per- 
mit Lebanon to attend the (980 Am- 
man Conference. 

The most blatant example of 
Sarkis' impotence was this past 
April. When he attempted to order 
Syrian troops (nominally under his 
command) to cease their firing on 
Beirut, they replied by shelling the 
presidential palace. This, moreover, 
was not the first time that Syrian 
troops had fired on Sarkis’ 
residence. A similar incident occur- 
red in 1978. 

To maintain stranglehold control. 
Syria has built up a formidable 
military infrastructure on Lebanese 
soil. It has deployed one-third-oFits- 
organic ground forces units, es- 
tablished logistic depots, warning 
stations and anti-aircraft disposi- 
tions — including most recently 
SAMs. The Syrians have takeD over 
Lebanese airfields (Beirut, Rayak 
and Kleat) and bases arid have tried 
to subvert the Lebanese Army for 
Syrian ends. 

Syria recruited and trained the 
First (Lebanese Army) Infantry 
Brigade — a unit of which Syria 
wanted to send to the South, under 
Moslem command, to take no 
chances. The chief-of-staff and 
senior officers are pro-Syrian Chris- 
tians and Moslems, who are now 
given preference in promotions. 


SYRIA HAS crushed opposition 
with reign of terror tactics. Syrian 
agents murdered pro-Iraqi -Kamal 
Junblati in 1977, and assassination 
attempts -against anti-Syrian 
presidential candidate Raymond 
Edde. Iraqi Ba'ath party leader 
Abdel Majid Ar Rafiai and Foreign 
Minister Fuad Butrps forced them 
to flee or retire. There have also 
been Syrian-sponsored attempts 
against Pierre Amin and Bachir 
Jumayyei. 

The Syrians, have attempted to 
destroy the Christian opposition by 
decimating civilian population 
centres in indiscriminate shellings 
as reprisals to military actions or 
self-initiated attacks. In the ’75-’76 
war, the Syrians and leftists mas- 
sacred Damur; in April and July 
1978, the Syrians bombarded Ain 
Roumana. killing hundreds of 
civilians. In August ’78, soldiers of 
the blood-stained Rifat Assad unit 
massacred civilians in Bachri. In 
September-October '78 the Syrians 
savagely bombarded East Beirut, 
killing several hundred civilians and 
wounding over a thousand. 


Christian sources estimated that 
there were between 300,000 .and 
500,000 refugees as a result of the 
Christi a n-~Syrian conflict. Last 
December the Syrians mercilessly 
shelled Zahle^ and this spring the 
Syrians turned loose their artillery 
on Zahle “in such indiscriminate 
fashion that even shell-shocked 
Lebanon was appalled” (Time. 
magazine, April 20, 1981). The 
fighting prompted U.S. Secretary of 
State Haig to refer to the “brutality 
of the Syrians.” 

Syria has stifled the voice of 
'once-free Lebanese journalism by 
actual and threatened assassinations 
of local and Western journalists. 

In spring" 1980, .Selim Louzi, 
publisher and editor of Al Hawadess 
was brutally murdered. In June 1980 
Reuters' ■ Beirut bureau chief was 
shot in the back, and two - British 
radio journalists and a French col- 
league fled Beirut after being 
warned that their reporting of dis- 
turbances in Syria placed their lives 
in. danger. In November 1980, the 
editor, publisher and principal cor- 
respondent of An Nahar fled after 
.another Lebanese journalist was 
machinegunned to death. The 
result: what the Guardian called 
“censorship by terror" (August 4, 
1980). 


THOUGH ASSAD is interested in 
Lebanon for his own motives (and 
to this end hopes to ..conclude a 
“defence pact" which would allow 
him to puff the strings over a Vichy- 
like Lebanese state), Syrian control 


The USSR seeks to extend its in 
ffuence ip the Middle East as I 
route to oilfields, a window to 
Indian Ocean, and a means of 
weakening NATO’s southeast flank. 
For Moscow, Syria is a power base' 
in the Middle East; relations 
became even closer since the Oc- 
tober 1980 Soviet-Syrian “Treaty of 
Friendship. - " The Soviets see 
Lebanon as important element in 
their plan. Robert Moss in the Daily 
Telegraph (May 11, 1981) wrote that 
Beirut has long been one of the 
KGB’s main -centres and that 37 of 
the '88 Soviet Embassy employees 
(including Ambassador Soldatov) 
arc career KGB or GRU membera. 

. The Soviets have encouraged 
Syrian control of Lebanon so that it 
may serve as a springboard for- 
Soviet activities and a possible^ 
thrust at oil-rich regions. The" ' 
Soviets hinted at the time of their 
treaty with .Syria, that Lebanon" ■ 
serve as a -naval base or air trrininjjT 
base for Syria. Syrians have £1 .. 
traduced Soviet military advisor^ 
near their forces in Lebanon. 

An escalation of tensions ia 
Lebanon would serve Soviet in- 
terests. Israel, for its own security ‘ . 

. weds, desires a united; independent 
Lebanon/ free of a Syrian or PLCfc 
presence. Prime Minister Begin ha/ ' 
called for a peace treaty with 
Lebanon and reiterated that Israel 
■ has na.tehitorial aspirations there- - 
It should be noted, that each time - ' 
Israel was forced to enter Lebanon *'
